PARIS, April 17—Paris, cradle 
of republicanism and haven of 
fallen monarehs, today became 
the active center of Spanish 
monarchism as Alfonso XIII of 
Spain and his family were re­ 
united here after a hasty flight 
from Madrid.

home when the ancient monarchy 
became a republic within the space 
of a few minutes, the royal couple 
and their children reached Paris 
by different routes after 48 hours 
of separation and established im­ 
promptu court at the Hotel Meurice. 
King Serves Notice

The royal exiles may later proceed Queen

to London, but to all indications ¡Elizabeth is a blond

King of a mythical king- j 
dom, intended to remain at this 
political vantage point to watch de­ 
velopments in Madrid with a shrewd 
eye. 
He already has served notice 
on the Republic of Spain th at he

throne. 
Both the King and Queen Victoria 
received warm welcomes on reach­ 
ing French soil. 
Fully 30,000 per­ 
sons jammed the Gare De Lyon and 
the outer square as the last of the 
Bourbon rulers arrived from M ar­ 
seilles shortly before midnight.

ovation the crowd gave him revived 
his slow smile.

Pennsylvania is indicated in a spec­ 
ial bulletin just issued by direction 
of Dr. A. M. Northrup, secretary of 
the Department of Labor and In­ 
dustry. It gives detailed informa­ 
tion concerning wage 
rates 
and 
hours of labor established by agree­ 
ment between employers and labor 
organizations in twenty-four ciiies 
of the State. These comprise 1695 
crafts in fifteen trade groups. 
Fifty-six per cent increase in the 
general wage average is shown in 
he ten years between 1919 and 1929. 
The rise in union wages generally 
has been continuous since 1919 ex­ 
cept for slight recessions in 1922 and 
1928. The collective 
hourly 
wage 
rate for 1919 was $0.643 as compared 
with an hourly rate of

Predicts Device 
Will Give Cheap 
Power In Ноше 


German Engineer Believes 
He Has Solved Power 
Question 


(International N< ws SorvK» ) 
BERLIN, April 17—Cheap power 
stations from thermocells in every­ 
body’s home is planned by Hugo 
Fiitzel electrical-engineer, who be­ 
lieves he has hit on the method by 
an invention of a new therm o-cell 
allegedly developing tw enty times 
more 
electric 
energy 
than 
all 
hitherto known therm o-cells. 
“Sunlight will never yield enough 
electricity to run a power station" 
claimed 
Fritzcl 
in 
an 
exclusive 
interview with International News 
Service, 
referring 
to 
Dr. 
Bruno 
Lange's invention of transforming 
light into electricity, which made a 
hit with the world press. 
“Why not take heat? It is much 
cheaper,” continued the engineer. 
“Lange would have to use a sun­ 
light battery of 10.000 cubic meters 
to produce the sam e amount of 
energy nam ely one kilowatt, which 
I could produce with therm o-battery 
of five cubic meters. 
“Here is an exam ple illustrating 
the lack of rendability of sunlight 
batteries. It is easy to boil water in 
a kettle by m eans of gas, but it will 
be practically impossible to make 
the water boil by a sunlight battery. 
“I 
think 
therm o-cells 
are 
the 
easier and cheaper way by which to 
generate electric power. I succeeded 
in constructing a therm o-cell of 1.30 
volt elect romotoric power. This Is 
twenty times more than any hitherto 
known therm o-cell yields, the best 
yielding about 0.06 volt. 
“The best part of the therm o-cell, 
however, is that everybody can buJd 
it for him self and without any too 
great costs. Here Is the recipe: ‘Con­ 
nect two polished, ordinary copper 
wires, such as you use in your home 
for your bell, with the clamps of an 
am pere-m eter and glow the 
free 
ends of the wires by gas fire for a 
second or so after bending them 
into two hooks. That's all you need, 
for it's a therm o-cell. 
“Now 
bring 
together 
the 
two 
hooks, as you would two crooked 
forefingers, heat the hook connected 
with the 
negative clamp of 
the 
amperemeter until it glows red. and 
an electric current will immediately 
flow from the cool hook through the 
am perem eter to the red-hot hook 
“This is the whole secret of my 
invention. I think, it marks the be­ 
ginning of the time when people in 
districts without power stations will 
be able to produce their own electric 
light by m eans of therm o-cells. 
“The importance of the invention 
is evident. Instead 
of generating 
electric current through a circum ­ 
stantial process, nam ely via coal- 
boiler-turbine-dynam o — you can 
generate your electricity for home 
consumption, and much cheaper and 
much more than by photo ceUs.” 
Fritzel has applied for a patent on 
his invention to the German Reich 
Patent Board.

Aid For Wardens 


Persons Are Asked To Make 
Prompt Reports Of Small 
Forest Fires 


PREVENTION IS

prevention of 5 mall forest fires from 
reaching large size was stressed in 
» 
statement today by Secretary 
Lewis E. Stalev of the Department f 
Df Forests and Waters. “It is so ob- j 
vious that every forest fire starts 
from a small flame that it would 
seem needless at first thought to 
call attention to the fact, yet it nev­ 
ertheless remains that too often we 
are negligent in quickly suppressing j 
the incipient blaze,” Secretary Sta­ 
ley said. 
In order to keep fires small they 
must be reported as soon as ob­ 
served and then attacked promptly. 
The State’s 4300 forest fire wardens 
are trained to promptness in reach­ 
ing all fires that come to their at- j 
lention, but too often fires are per- j 
mitted to gain headway before they j 
are reported. The Department of j 
Forests and Waters has a deep in­ 
terest in suppressing forest fires on 
private property as well as on State 
forest land, and the helpful cooper­ 
ation of every citizen in reporting 
fires that come to their attention 
w ill help materially in reducing the \ 
acreage burned. 
“When your house catches fire, or 
your neighbor's house, barn or hus 


to report a fire, it is not necessary 
to speak directly to the warden, but 
this is preferable. 
Although the 
telephone operator can relay the 
call to a fire warden, it will be do­ 
ing a good turn by talking to the 
warden, who, because of his inti­ 
mate knowledge of the country, can 
get the exact location of the fire. 
This is naturally very important, 
since it helps him to reach the fire 
in the shortest possible time. 
‘ Each year between 2000 and 3000 
forest fires occur in Pennsylvania. 
In some years this number is great­ 
ly increased, as was the case in 
1930. when over 6000 forest fires oc­ 
curred. 
“Next to the absolute prevention 
of forest fires from starting, the 
most important accomplishment in 
lessening the forest fire damage is 
keeping the size of the fires that do 
start as small as possible,” said Sec­ 
retary Staley. “If 2500 forest fires 
can be kept to an average size of 
The one acre, only 2500 acres will be 
burnpd. Event at ten acres per fire, 
only 25,000 acres will be burned over. 
It is apparent that the extent of 
forest fire damage in Pennsylvania 
can be greatly alleviated by quick 
extinction, and that the general 
public can play a very important

Of Bimetallism 
For Prosperity 


Says More Than Half Of 


W orld's Population D e­ 


sire Silver

DENVER. April 17—A return to 
bimetallism is the only hope of the 
world for a return 
to 
industrial 
prosperity, according to Dr. Henry 
Mace Payne, consulting engineer for 
the American Mining congress who 
spoke before a group of Colorado 
mining men at the annual “sowbelly” 
dinner in Denver recently. 
More than half the world's popu­ 
lation. Dr. Payne said, desires silver 
currency, which has been destroyed 
as a purchasing power by legislative 
action. 
“The great commonwealths of the 
United States are rich beyond the 
dreams of Midas,” he said. “They 
should be creating opportunities for 
employment instead of legislating 
against imaginary sins.” 
Gold mining is due lor a prosper­ 
ous year, according to Dr. Payne. 
He pointed out that the slackness 
in the base metal industry made this 
possible. 
Dr. Payne emphasized the value 
of the payroll in mining commu­ 
nities. Denver, he said, should be 
“mining minded” because of the 
great payroll turnover 
in 
mining 
communities. 
“This city : hould launch a cam ­ 
paign to advertise the mineral re­ 
sources of Colorado and to restore 
mining to the place it once occupier 
in the industrial life of the state, 
he declared. 
Dr. Payne also recommended a 
return to bimetallism by the leading 
nations of the world as the remedy 
for the prevailing industrial depres­ 
sion. The entire continent of Asia, 
he said, has been reduced to one- 
fourth of its purchasing power by 
the demonetization 
of 
silver 
in 
India.

How m any laws of the federal , 
governm ent are actually in force at 
the present time is unknown. Some ! 
estim ates run well over 100.000. 
B ut with all the laws there are 
on the statu te books at the present 
time, Congress still believes in the 
quip, “there ought to be a law.” 
The business of m aking new laws 
is on th e increase. An alm ost steady j 
increase in the congressional out- 
put is shown in th e last decade. 
T he statistics which disclose the I 
propensity of Congress have been i 
prepared 
by W illiam Tyler Page, 
clerk of th e House. 
His fig u re s! 
extend over 20 Congresses, each of i 
two years duration. 
They show th a t in thus period 
28,759 laws have been enacted. 
Of 
this num ber 11.347 are called pub­ 
lic ¿aws and 17.412 are private m eas­ 
ures. 
One of the principal businesses 
of Congress, the figures show, is the 
en actm ent of private laws—claims 
for 
pensions, 
dam ages 
by 
m ail 
trucks, removal of a dishonorable 
discharge of a soldier in the Civil 
W ar and sim ilar claims. 
For m any years the public laws 
enacted by Congress each tw o-year 
session averaged about 500. 
In re­ 
cent years there has been a spurt. 
T he 09th Congress enacted 808 
new public laws, th e 70th Congress, 
which expired in 1929. put 1.145 on 
the statu te books and the 71st C on­ 
gress, recently closed, added 1.009. 
So difficult has it become for a t ­ 
torneys for the federal governm ent 
and others to trace down federal 
statutes th a t Congress had a tte m p t­ 
ed to codify them . Attorneys inves­ 
tigating the situation have found 
scores of duplications.

(International News Service) 
TOWANDA, Pa., April 17.—This 
is the obituary of Barclay, once- 
thriving Bradford county town now 
a refuge for game birds and ani­ 
mals. 
Barclay's death notice was w rit­ 
ten with the taking over of the 
town site by the State Game Com­ 
mission as a game and bird refuge, 
together with some 7,000 acres of 
contiguous land. 
Barclay was once a busy place 
and hopes were high for its fu­ 
ture. 
The town had three churches, 
several doctors, a railroad, a saw 
mill, residences a-plenty—even 
a 
skating rink. 
Today, only a few 
crumbling foundations remain. 
It 
is the story of the passing of an 
industry and the passing of a town. 
Barclay thrived when coal was 
discovered near here more than a 
century ago. Lumber was also plen­ 
tiful and 
the 
town 
grew, 
even 
“boomed’’ for a while. 
The coal 
was carted down the mountains, 
later hauled over the old Barclay 
railroad, now the Susquehanna and 
New York. 
But the coal veins played out and 
lumbering decreased and the town 
gradually fell away. 
The last residence collapsed a few 
years ago. 
Just before that, the 
elements wrought havoc with the 
old Baptist church. 
Now the site is in the hands of j 
the state. 
A game refuge of more i 
than 2,000 acres where no shooting < 
Is permitted, has been established j 
on the town location, and public | 
shooting grounds have been carved | 
out of the adjoining lands taken 
over by the state.
